MIDLAND, HIGHLAND PROVINCES STEP UP CAMPAIGN AGAINST NEGATIVISM IN GRAIN SECTOR

[Text] (VNA) Recently, the State Inspection Commission and the Ministry of Crain 
held a conference of the midland and highland provinces of Vinh Phu, Ha Bac, 

Bac Thai, Ha Tuyen and Hoang Lien Son, to exchange experiences and discuss ways 

of strengthening inspection against negativism in the grain sector from now through 
the end of the year and the beginning of 1982. 


In the past two years, midland and highland provinces in the north have 
strengthened inspection against negativism in the fields of collecting, purchasing, 
delivering, receiving, shipping, processing and using grain. Vinh Phu Province 

has established work regulations for cadres and civil servants in charge of 
distribution, and set up worker inspection committees and directed themin detecting 
many instances of theft and collusion to steal grain from the state. Hoang Lien 
Son and Ha Tuyen Provinces have reorganized the network of stores supplying grain 
to frontier customers, concentrated forces on inspecting grain shipping and 
distribution, carried out weighing and measuring at both unloading and loading 
terminals, limited grain losses during transportation, etc. 


However, the inspection effort against negativism in the grain sector is still 
studded with many flaws. Grain wastes and embezzlement are still widespread in 

the fields of purchasing, delivering, receiving, shipping, distributing, storing, 
processing and consuming grain. Delegates from the provinces have also proposed 
many measures aimed at combining grain inspection with other forms of inspection in 
the fields of shipping and distributing consumer goods, reinforcing concerned 
organs, purging the ranks of grain cadres, and improving distribution to the 
customers.

RETIRED CADRE HELPS ARREST ENEMY PSYWAR ACENT

[Text] Vu Xuan Tu, 2nd lieutenant of the Engineering Corps, dropped by Elder 
Long's shop for refreshment. Long, a retired cadre, now was a member of the 
subregion defense committee. Taking advantage of his furlough, Tu had planned 

to ask Long and the retiree board to aid and educate his nephew, a son of his own 
sister. Upon entering the shop, Tu saw a tall, slim, middle-aged man in army 
uniform conspicuously showing the grade of artillery captain, chatting with two 
young combatants. Tu politely greeted the captain, then went to his table, taking 
a soft drink and chatting with Long's wife. However, little by little, the tone 
of the captain's conversation compelled Tu to keep his ears open. The captain 
said that he had commanded an artillery battalion taking part in the Ho Chi Minh 
military operation, and that later his battalion's cannons zeroed in on the Pol 
Pot troops then encroaching upon Tay Ninh territory. While on leave this time, 
he went on, he would visit the families of a number of cadres and combatants of 
his unit. 


He spoke with a Central accent, alternating sighs with his subdued voice, "I go 
home with no worries because I have no family problems. But the general situation 
in society is too complex, and quite a few things make people lose confidence.” 


The captain recounted the stories of a corrupt director and of an overbearing 
village vice chairman... At first, the two young combatants listened in silence, 
but finally they nodded agreement and repeated what he said. The captain ordered 
additional candies and drinks. 


"As soldiers," he slowly said, “we spend ovr lives fighting here and there, 
continually facing death, that's why we always want clarity and straightforward- 
ness. But, in life things do not go that way. And you never fully know what 
these provincial and central echelons have in mind." 


The captain related a number of sensational news items attacking a number of 
provincial leaders and central organ officials. He glibly discussed the 
assignment of government personnel, ending up with resentful attacks on the line 
followed by the leadership. 

















Vu Xuan Tu was shaken by these remarks. He had to recognize that the captain was a 
skillful story teller, beginning with negative phenomena which everyone must fight 
to exterminate, and letting the cat out of the bag at the last moment, with con- 
ments not much different from those cof the Beijing, VOA and BBC psywar stations. 


Pretending to seek a water tobacco pipe, Vu Xuan Tu went inside to meet Long. 
"Do you know that middle-aged man in uniform sitting out there?" he asked. 


Long said, “Well, I don't know where that aan comes from. But, you've followed 
the conversation of that...guy (instead of "that man," Long now called the captain 
"chat guy’).” 


Tu conferred in a low voice with Long. 


A moment lat«r, little Lan ran to the roadway with two small buckets. Before 
leaving, she told her paternal grandmother, “Grandma, I'm now carrying water for 
grandpa.” 


After waiting for a while, Tu became very nervous as the so-called captain 

prepared to leave. But, at last, a policeman and two armymen wearing the "Military 
Control” armband, came up, asking the captain to present papers. Observing him, Tu 
saw that his face suddenly turned colors. But, right after that, he said to the 
policeman in a threatening voice, "I'm a military officer on official duty, and 

you have no right to control me. As for age and grade, I'm like your father or 
uncle. What's more, public security combatants have no right to check the 
credentials of military officers.” 


Looking at Lieutenant Tu and the two young combatants, he said, “Is that right, 
comrades? We must know how to protect our honor as soldiers!" 


But, he failed to get the support of Lieutenant Tu and the two young combatants. 


Mrs Long said, “A straight tree always casts a straight shadow. If you're 
really a military cadre, you should present your papers. It makes no sense to 
ifgue, - 


Old Gentleman Long the. said, "As a cadre in charge of protecting the subregion, I 
suggest that the com ades in charge of military control and public security write 
» proceedings and escort this man to the post so as to make things clear. My 
wife, Tu and the two young men here, who also are armymen, can serve as first 

hand witnesses to what he said.” 


The “captain” reluctantly signed the proceedings and was escorted to public 
security post 2 of Vinh City. 


Through investigation, the combatants determined that the so-called captain was in 
vt HV, formerly major of puppet special police who once contributed to leading 
the Phoenix mopping-up operations in Da Nang, slaying a number of our cadres and 
man ivilians. Taking advantage of lax control during labor, he escaped from & 
reeducation center, where he was being held. He renewed contact with those 














engaged in sabotage activities under the guidance of foreign countries. He went to 
Nghe Tinh, and at the Vinh railway station he befriended a military cadre from 

whom he stole a knapsack and uniform. He then posed as a military officer so as 

to easily carry out psywar, antirevolutionary activities. 


The attitude and action of Lieutenant Tu and Old Gentleman Long's family not only 
led to unmasking HV, but also gave the two young combatants (as well as all of 
us) a profound lesson on the concept of responsibility of a revolutionary soldier.

SWEDISH PARTY LEADERS AGREE TO CUT AID TO VIETNAM STILL FURTHER

[Text] It is now clear that the level of Swedish aid to Vietnam will be further 
reduced in the next budget year. The decision to reduce the aid by 25 million kronor 
was preceded by talks among party leaders. In these Liberal Party leader Ola Ulisten 
is said to have argued for aid levels that were at least unchanged. 


The aid to Vietnam, now almost 10 years old, has been controversial from the very 
Start. The Conservatives have always opposed the high level of aid. For many years 
Vietnam was the country that headed the Swedish aid list. The Conservative criti- 
cism, which has been backed up in recent years by the Center Party, was directed prin- 
arily at the big Bai Bang forest industry project which has already cost over a bil- 
lion in Swedish aid. 


In the three-party government the Conservatives wanted to cut Vietnam aid in half. 
They referred then to the country’s warfare in Kampuchea and the oppression of the 
Chinese minority. 


As a result of the discussion the level of Vietnam aid was frozen for 3 years at 
365 million kronor. The Social Democrats in particular protested this since the 
government never announced any decision to parliament concerning reducing Vietnam 
aid. The frozen level involved a real reduction due to inflation. Other coun- 
tries that did not receive increases at least received compensation for inflation. 


Even last year Social Affairs Minister Karin Soder (Center) argued for a reduc- 
tion in Vietnam aid. She dedicated two Swedish hospitals built with Swedish money 
and a paper machine in Bai Bang. She pointed out that the country would need less 
money as the projects were completed. 


The new undersecretary for aid, Liberal Carl Tham, countered that argument in an 
interview with DAGENS NYHETER. Instead he pointed to Vietnam's enormous need for 
help. Vietnam is classified as one of the poorest countries in the world. 


Vietnam is almost totally dependent on the Soviet Union for aid. Sweden is the 
only Wesiern country that provides the country with aid. Several former aid givers 














have withdrawn support. For many years the United States has been trying to in- 
fluence other countries--including Sweden--not to give aid to Vietnam with the 
motivation that the country can afford to carry owt a war in Kampuchea. 


Before the question of Vietnam aid came up at the party leader level, Center men- 
ber of parliament Sture Korpas who is on the committee of the aid organ, SIDA 
[Swedish International Development Authority], strongly urged a reduction of the 
so-called national limit. He discussed it with undersecretary Carl Tham. 


Since they could not resolve the problem it was brought up at the party leader level. 
But there were no fiery disputes between Thorbjorn Falldin and Ola Ullsten. 


"It isn’t a cabinet issue for us," a Liberal spokesman told DACENS NYHETER. 


There was no decision to make further reductions as Swedish projects are completed. 
For SIAD, which recently discussed an unchanged national limit for the coming year-- 
in other words, 365 million kronor--the situation is a little painful. The govern- 
ment gave no hint of a reduction to the delegation that went down to discuss things 
with Hanoi.

FORMER BAI BANG PROJECT DIRECTOR: FACILITY WORKING WELL

[Text] 1 am not exaggerating when I say that the Bai Bang project is the most 
vilified industrial project ever in the Swedish press. It even surpasses 
Stalverk 80! 


But while Stalverk 80 came to naught, Bai Bang is fatefully moving toward its 
completion: the first paper mill is producing paper; the second, like the pulp 
mill, is well underway; trees that were planted to provide raw material are growing 
and waiting to be cut; access to this material is being provided by Swedish road- 
building equipment and technical know-how; Vietnamese ure being trained in all 
areas so as to someday take charge of what has been buiit. And all this time, 
while Swedish suppliers, not to mention foreign suppliers, have been doing their 
utmost to plant modern industrial technology in an underdeveloped country, the 
shameless criticism continues here in Sweden. 


Not Recognizable 


The team of perhaps a couple of thousand Swedes has turned the trip to Vietnam 
and Bai Bang into a far greater adventure than anyone might have expected based 
on the Vietnam movement appeals, the romantics’ panegyrics and the adversaries’ 
condemnation. Swedish newspapers have remained strangely silen: about our expe- 
rionces and our view of the Bai Bang project and neither have we seen very many 
Swedich journalists on the spot gathering facts. Nevertheless, I dare say we 
represent a rather broad range of knowledge, from that of the "ordinary" laborer 
to that of project director, and journalists have always be»n welcome in Bai Bang, 
both by Swedes and Vietnamese. Might it is true that the reality we could offer 
would differ from the routine descriptions of the project tty Swedish politicians 
and political writers? Because wa do not recognize the Ba:| Bang described and 
commented upon in Sweden as the reality with which we are working or have worked. 


Unrealistic Time Schedules 


Contrary to what has been reported in the Swedish press, Bai Bang does not show 
any extreme budgetary overruns. Percentagewise, the overruns are rather moderate 
and might well be compare with many industrial and public projects in Sweden during 
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that same period. It is easy to feign indignation before the public by comparing 
1973 budget figures with actual 1980 or 1981 costs in terms of current prices. 


And that is actually what has been done, time after time. Politicians who decry 
the increased costs in Bai Bang should go out and ask voters if their household 
expenditures in terms of kronor are the same today as they were in 1973. And why 
is it kept a secret that there have been additions to the project since 1973, 
which obviously cost money that is included in today's cost figures? 


There have been significant delays in Bai Bang. Delays almost always mean added 
costs. These delays can primarily be attributed to the completely unrealistic 

time schedules from the beginning and lack of knowledge with respect to the project 
environment and conditions. But there were no experiences on which to build, either 
our own or others’. For example, the unprecedented pileup of goods in Hai Phong 
harbor and the completely chaotic conditions which eventually developed there can 
hardly be considered predictable. 


To be able to unload machines and other project materials largely intact and 
transport them to Bai Bang, some 200 kilometers away, is actually a unique achieve- 
ment under those circumstances. But there have also been misjudgments and mistakes. 
They are a part of any project and could not be avoided in Bai Bang any more than 
anywhere else. Their consequences, however, in terms of increased costs and lost 
time, were greater due to the long distance from Sweden and the conditions in Bai 
Bang. 


Far-Reaching Autonomy 


None of the project leaders would say Bai Bang is without problems. On the contrary, 
the problems are considerable; they have been all along and will continue to be in 
the foreseeable future. For now and until the paper and puip mills and everything 
connected with them can be turned over to the Vietnamese, our problems are mainly 
administrative and logistic in nature. We can solve purely technical problems 

and can transfer that kind of knowledge more directly. 


But there are tremendously complex problems with respect to transportation and raw 
material supplies in Vietnam, involving practical difficulties beyond our under- 
stancing here in Sweden. Here we take for granted a well-established communica- 
tions system, functional harbors, organized transportation and other services 
ready to perform the necessary services for industry and the public. 


None of these facilities exist in Vietnam, other than rudimentary at best. It is 
rather new to civilians to think in terms of the entire country or the province. 
Contrary to the belief in Sweden, there is far-reaching local and provincial autonomy 
in Vietnam. The provinces are markedly independent of one another and even the 
central government, which has been so often criticized by the West has been proven 

to have surprisingly loose reins. Central cooperation is usually expressed in 

terms of plans (l-year and 5-year), which provide the framework for provincial 
activities. 


Brilliant Achievements 


Thus, Vietnam is still a country in which organized service and civil administration 

















is mainly or entirely based on the needs of a particular town, city or province 
at most. Industries like Bai Bang which depend on raw material and service from 
more distant places within or outside the country are few. 


But is all this not something which we in Sweden should anticipate and always 
expect when we deal with foreign countries? How can politicians and the public 
believe that a complete infrastructure could exist side by side with technical 
underdevelopment? Against this background, it is unjust to blame the Vietnamese, 
as has been done, for misleading Swedish decisionmakers with respect to conditions 
associated with the Bai Bang project. 


Thus, Swedes connected with the Bai Bang project are working under precisely the 
conditions that we ourselves and the Swedish public should expect when we embark 
on a task like this. There is no need for pity for to degrade our work either. 
But the criticism at home has been frustrating for many. In spite of that, 
Swedish achievements in Bai Bang have been nothing short of brilliant in many 
sectors, and politicians and the Swedish public have a right to be proud of them. 


Industry and suppliers in Sweden should also receive just commendation and support 
of their products, which, thanks to Bai Bang, are gaining wide attention on a 
largely new market, which is Southeast Asia. It does not aid their future, 
competitively or employment-wise, to be associated with words like "scandal" and 
“insane project." 





Functioning Well 


There is no excuse for labeling the project a scandal either. Having seen only 
some of the answers to the public's questions, we can say that the equipment now 
in operation is functioning well, even very well, and that the assembly is pro- 
gressing in step with the now shortened time schedule of up to 6 months. Today, 
chances are good that the facility will be completed and that all operations will 
be turned over to the Vietnamese before the end of 1982. 





Beyond that, we are scheduled to aid and support the Vietnamese in their operation 
of the project for another 6 months or so. That is not enough time, and people in 
Sweden should get used to the idea that Swedish technicians will be needed in Bai 
Bang for a few more years. They will be needed to ensure good management in 
developing the new industry and the community, which is not a “miscalculated 
effort,” but an important contribution to the development of an entire backward 
region in a country beset by war and privation. 


Swedes in Bai Bang are hoping to get the moral support and the backing of Swedish 
politicians and the press, which so far have been denied them. That support is an 
important qualification to enable us to recruit the right personnel for a 
recalcitrant but instructive project as far as the future is concerned. It simply 
is important to our success. And is that not what everybody wants? Actually, we 
have sometimes doubted that.

TRAN PHUONG REPORTS ON DOMESTIC TRADE

[Text] According to our Voice of Vietnam correspondent in Hanoi, this morning, 
15 January, the Ministry of Home Trade held a press conference to report on the 
home trade sector's activities in 1981. 


As stated by Minister of Home Trade Tran Phuong, despite many difficulties 
encountered by the entire country, the sector achieved noticeable progress in 1981 
due to the impact of a number of new policies. Noteworthy was the fact that last 
year the sector began building a new circulation and distribution system, discarded 
the previous arbitrary requisition-purchase method and the subsidized administrative 
system and adopted the dual-price purchase and sale system. To encourage produc- 
tion and trade, the sector set up a number of level-II trading corporations, 
applying the dual-level trade system and distributing goods and materials directly 
from the central to the district level, the actual major market. Due to the 
application of this new system, the sector was able to reduce circulation fees, 
minimize troubles and negative aspects, help step up production and increase the 
volume of requisition-purchased goods. 


According to the minister of home trade, the requisition-purchase of agricultural 
products continued to decrease from 1976 to 1979 but it increased in 198] by 

40 vercent over 1980, accounting for an increase of 1/2 million tons of grain, 

a 2U percent increase of pork, a 30 percent increase of soybeans, a 50 percent 
increase of green beans, a 2-fold increase of fresh water fish, a 5-fold increase 
of sugar, and so forth. 


Answering a newsman's question about the reason for the shortage of goods on the 
market, which still prevails despite the fact that the volume of agricultural 
products requisition-purchased in 1981 was larger than in 1980, the minister of 
home trade stressed that the volume of production and the amount of purchased goods 
increased but still failed to meet our people's needs. In the past, Vietnam had 
to import annually 1 to 1.5 million tons of grain, 30,000 tons of soybeans and 
90,000 tons of granulated sugar. But in 1981, with a self-reliant spirit, we 
minimized the volume of imported goods. Although the purchased volume increased, 
we still suffer from a shortage of goods on the market. However, we Vietnamese 
should be proud that we consumed only our own grain and goods in 1981. We exper- 
ienced many shortcomings and encountered towering objective difficulties in 1981. 
Shile the purchase of agricultural products increased, that of industrial and 














handicratt products continued to decrease in 1981. The trading system tu many 
localities has net been periected. Many negative phenomens have remained. lu 
fact, the amount of goods to be sold to the state has been reduced; good-quality 
and low-price goods have been kdept for internal distribution; the prices of a 
number of goods are still unreasonable and markets in a number of localities have 
not been stabilized but disrupted. 


The home trade sector will strive to overcome these shortcomings in 1982. To 
greet the forthcoming Fifth VCP Congress, it is striving to perfect the new 
Management .ystem, firmly control the sources of goods, better carry out the 
requisition-purchase task and the management and stabilization of markets, oppose 
all negative phenomena and make the trading branch benefit our cadres and people.

NORTH PLANTS 180,000 HECTARES--In recent days, thanks to warmer weather, localities 
in the north have mobilized manpower to plant spring rice, striving to finish this 
work before Tet. As of 10 January, the northern provinces had planted this rice 
on nearly 180,000 hectares or 17.9 percent of the slated area, with those in the 
mountainous region accounting for 18,000 hectares or 10 percent of their planned 
norm, those in the midland region 44,000 hectares or 30 percent of their planned 
norm, those in the delta region 42,000 hectares or 8.5 percent of their planned 
norm, and those in former fourth zone 75,000 hectares or 23.4 percent of their 
planned norm. Although some 30,000 hectares of rice seedlings in the north have 
reached their transplanting stage, only more than 18,000 hectares of these rice 
seedlings have been transplanted. All establishments in the northern provinces 
have been instructed to accelerate soil preparation so that rice seedlings in the 
remaining area can be transplanted on schedule. Along with planting rice, 
localities in the north have harvested a total of 6,000 hectares of sweet potatoes, 
2,000 hectares of potatoes, and 20,000 hectares of manioc. [Text] [BK180920

CHE VIET TAN ON REDISTRIBUTION OF SOCIAL LABOR

[Text] In the socialist construction in Vietnam, the redistribution of social 
labor is a matter of law-abiding character and a prime target of the socio-economic 
strategy which is being associated with the national defense strategy. The redis- 
tribution of social labor is an urgent task aimed at contributing to overcoming 
difficulties confronting the economy and life in the years ahead, and to ensuring 
the implementation of those vital tasks in the third 5-year (1981-85) plan. 

The redistribution of social labor is also a basic and long-term task. It is an 
inevitable step forward from small production to large-scale socialist production, 
and it is a mission that history entrusts to us during the transition to socialism- 
during the final years of the 20th century and the early part of the 2lst century. 


A great and challenging problem now facing us is that during the process of carrying 
out socialist industrialization and building the material and technical bases of 
socialism, we must strive to do so in such a way as to simultaneously achieve 
capital accumulations and improve the people's livelihood. As our country has just 
been freed from a 35-year war against the imperialist and expansionist aggressors, 
that is why even with abundant manpower and natural resources, its economy is now 
still not wealthy enough to feed the entire population, which has doubled after 

the war--from 25 million in 1945 to 55 million in 1981. With such a population 
increase, how could industrialization be carried out? Difficulties now facing 

the economy and our lives compel us to concentrate our efforts to exploit the 
advantages the country now has while it is embarking on the first stage of socialist 
industrialization. Of these advantages, the abundant source of manpower is our 
most valuable asset and one which has not yet been satisfactorily exploited. 
Although we do not have a system of heavy industry capable of supplying the national 
economy sith the necessary machinery, if we know how to satisfactorily use all 
sources of social labor, to satisfactorily organize and manage manpower and to 
redistribute manpower and population among various areas throughout the country, 

we will be able to develop production, increase socialist labor output and meet 

the current pressing demands for grain, foodstuffs, and consumer and export goods. 


In order to become fully aware of the demands for the redistribution of social 
labor during the process of socialist industrialization in Vietnam, we should look 
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back in history: In order to advance toward industrialization, various indus- 
trialized capitalist countries had -o go through a redistribution of agricultural 
manpower prior to the establishment of a labor structure for capitalist industriali- 
zation. The redistribution of agricultural manpower in these countries took place 
over a long period of time, with certain countries spending from 50-70 years and 
soke even spending a century before accomplishing this task. This redistribution 
of agricultural manpower was an intensive process, even resulting in bloodshed in 
some cases before the sources of grain, foodstuffs, manpower and raw materials 

vere created for industrialization purposes. There were many forced massive 
migrations, slave-trading operations and colonial wars to seize raw materials and 
laborers and to impoverish peasants. However, capitalist industry must rely on 

an agricultural economy with developed crop cultivation and animal husbandry as 

its base in order to develop. Therefore, in order to increase the agricultural 
labor output, create more marketable agricultural products and reduce the number 

of agricultural laborers so as to transfer them to the industrial sector while 
continuing to be able to carry out agricultural development, various industrialized 
countries which have gone ahead of us have had to carry out agricultural mechaniza- 
tion and electrification after they had built a remarkable system of heavy industry. 


After having resolved the necessary process of redistributing agricultural labor, 
these industrialized capitalist countries established a labor structure of large- 
scale capitalist production with such lawful activities as: Redistributing 
agricultural labor, completing the division of labor between crop cultivation and 
animal husbandry, increasing agricultural labor output in order to reduce the number 
of laborers doing agricultural work, transfering agricultural laborers to work 

in the industrial sector, redistributing labor and population in accordance with 
demands for developing and building industrial complexes, and transforming unskilled 
workers engaging in simple work into technical workers able to work in those services 
and trades needed for each stage of the industrialization process. 


Our country is advancing from small production to large-scale socialist production 
with a slowly developing agricultural economy. In crop cultivation, the area 

under agricultural cultivation is still very small, constituting only about 15 
percent of the country’s total land area, while in other countries this ratio is 

30 percent. The average per-capita land area under cultivation is only 0.10 hectare 
and, in certain localities, only 0.06 hectare, while the average per-capita land 
area under cultivation in the world in general is 0.30 hectare and in developed 
industrial countries it ranges from 0.50 to more than a hectare. The average 
per-capita volume of grain production is less than 300 kilos, while in developed 
industrial countries it is put at from 500 kilos to more than a ton. 


Our animal husbandry is still not a major production sector capable of supplying 
enough meat, dairv and raw materials to the industrial sector. Our industrial 
sector is still small and does not have a system of heavy industry capable of 
‘arrving out agricultural mechanization and electrification. However, thanks 
to the technical relations between our country and the industrialized world, with 
ts advanced scientific and technical knowledge, especially thanks to its coopera- 
tion with those socialist countries having a highly-developed industrial system, 
‘ur country can shorten the historic avenue of development that took the developed 
ndustrial countries a century to go through. 
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The redistribution of social] labor in our country will take place at the same time 
as various revolutionary steps to be taken by a country with a socialist regime. 
That is why our party has advocated carrying out an all-out revolution in the labor 
domain, with the purpose of redistributing social labor, ensuring high labor output, 
quickly increasing national income and then increasing capital accumulations to 

meet the needs of socialist industrialization and to improve the people's livelihood. 


The redistribution of labor under the process of socialist industrialization in 
Vietnam is a very profound and widespread revolution having a far-reaching effect 
on the entire social labor force and on the various aspects of every laborer's 
evervday life, work and profession. 


In the initial stage of the transitional period, the redistribution of social labor 
must first be carried out in every grassroots-level establishment, sector and 
locality--especially in every district--in order to solve the three major problems, 
namely to ensure full employment for all laborers, to redistribute manpower and 
population rationally ca a national scale and to establish step-by-step a new labor 
structure with a technical labor force which will work in the various services and 
professions needed for large-scale production and which must possess high technical 
skills. 


In this initial stage, there is an urgent problem to be solved: To redistribute 
agricultural labor--which is to be carried out in coordination with agricultural 
and industrial development efforts to build a new economic structure--so as to 
step-by-step redistribute the social labor structure on the basis of redistributing 
labor, increasing labor output and gradually transferring agricultural laborers 

to other sectors for the purpose of industrial development. 


As we have an abundant source of manpower, the country had a population of 55 
million in 1981 and this will be combined with 1 million people who reach the working 
age every year, in accorda.ce with an estimated annual population increase of 

1-1.5 percent. Thus, in 20 years’ time, or by the year 2000, the country's 
population will have reached 75 million. We must seek ways to properly redistribute 
10 million people through various means in coordination with efforts to resettle 
more than 2 million people who are still leading a nomadic life so that we can 
increase the present figure of 15 million hectares of cultivated land, including 

5 million hectares of agricultural land and 10 million hectares of forestry land, 

to 25 million hectares of cultivated land, including 10 million hectares of 
agricultural land and 15 million hectares of forestry land. Only by doing so can 
we obtain enough grain and foodstuffs to feed the growing population and can we 
produce enough raw materials for the industrial sector. 





As for agricultural land, we must immediately carry out intensive cultivation 
while expanding crop areas, with the long-term strategic emphasis on carrying out 
intensive cultivation and multicropping in order to increase crop yields per unit 
of area so that at least two crops will be planted per year. Only by doing so can 
we free ourselves from the state where there is very limited land area and can we 
create the necessary cultivated area and a high crop yield per unit of area. From 
this, we will move forward to exploit with the best results the abundant natural 
resourcws of a tropical country in order to ensure agricultural, forestry and 
fishery development, and to fulfill the three basic tasks of fully meeting all 
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social demands for grain and foodstuffs, supplying enough raw materials to light 
industry, and producing a large volume of goods for export, thus creating a firm 
foundation for socialist industrialization. 


It is estimated that in the period covered by the 5-year (1981-85) plan and 
especially in 1982, the tasks regarding intensive cultivation, multicropping, land 
reclamation, and the clearing of more agricultural land will be very difficult 
tasks. On the basis of the national plan, each locality, especially each dist:ict, 
must step up crop cultivation and animal husbandry, including animal husbandry as 
a family sideline; develop various services and trades in order to create more 
agricultural products and consumer goods; and gradually set up areas in which 
intensive cultivation of grain and industrial crops is carried out. We will open 
more areas for rice cultivation in the Mekong River Delta, plant more rubber trees 
in the eastern Nam Bo region and more coffee in the central highlands, and increase 
the tea-growing area in the northern mountainous region. 


In order to attain various objectives for agricultural production as outlined in 
the 1982 plan, we must on the one hand continue to reorganize production, redistri- 
bute agricultural labor and make full use of the in-place source of manpower of 
each cooperative and each district while, in the other hand, we must, as a matter 
of course, step up the motivation to redistribute manpower and population among 
various areas and to increase manpower for agricultural production, especially 

in areas where there is great potential for expansion of the cultivated area, and 
carry out intensive cultivation and multicropping. 


On the basis of satisfactorily solving the grain and food problems, the seri- 
cultural problem and other problems regarding the planting of fibrous trees of all 
sorts in order to contribite to gradually solving the clothing problem, we must 
vigorously develop the handicraft and artisan industry in the rural areas, increase 
manpower for the construction sector, open more service businesses and satisfy 
various state demands for manpower.

[Text] Im socialist construction in our country, districts hold a very important 
positicn in the economic structures of provinces, cities and the country as a whole. 
In the initial stage of advancing the economy from small to large scale socialist 
production, the assigned mission should be the compass for redistributing social 
labor. 





The Particularly Important Position of Districts 





The redistribution of social labor in districts is the main aspect of building 
districts into agroindustrial economic units in close connection with the division 
of labor of provinces, cities and country as a whole, in order to gradually build 
the work force structure of each district in combination with the agroindustrial 
economic structure of districts, especially the structures of agriculture, forestry, 
fishery and handicrafts. 


Facts show that the redistribution of labor within cooperatives is not sufficient 

to eliminate the dissipation of small scale production. Such a scale of labor 
redistribution is not large enough to create necessary conditions for changing the 
old structure of labor division and for quickly developing production and increasing 
the labor productivity of cooperatives. 


The reorganization of labor and production in cooperatives must be essentially 
and closely connected with the reorganization of labor and production on the 
district scale. In the process of building large-scale socialist production, if 
we can use labor, land, resources and other production means well in all the 

400 districts throughout the country, we will certainly contribute to increasing 
the social labor productivity of the entire country, create many use values, 
quickly increase the capital accumulation for expanding socialist reproduction, 
improve the people's livelihood and consolidate national defense. 


This is a requirement of great significance to ensure the fulfillment of economic 


and social tasks in the 5-year (1981-85) plan. In the initial stage of the 
socialist industrialization process in Vietnam, each district is required to develop 
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ail of its strengths to fulfill the three tasks--to be appraised according to the 
self-produced values--of meeting the district people's living demands (‘or food and 
clothing, of securing an increasingly better balance between the values of products 
received and those delivered to the central government, and finally of making 
contributions toward increasing the accumulation of state assets. 


The process of implementing these three tasks evidently differs from one district 
to another. Nevertheless, this is an essential requirement that can be fulfilled. 
Each district should reformulate its plans for labor and land resources to determine 
the production guidelines for the entire district and for each coope-stive and each 
production collective on the basis of optimally using the capabilities of collec- 
tive, family and individual economies wherever such economic elements still exist. 


Closely combining specialized cultivation with general development under several 
economic forms is the main direction in which to develop the district economy, 
making it richer and more diversified while being able to fully use labor, land and 
the cultivation habits and experiences. 


Depending on the conditions of each district, all districts--except those in areas 
of specialized cultivation--may study the development of the following types of 
crops--grain, vegetables and legumes, sugarcane, fibrous crops and medicinal plants; 
raise the following five types of animals--cattle and buffalo, pigs, poultry, fish 
and goats and rabbits; and perform different jobs of various sectors. 


In districts, we should develop agriculture in close connection with forestry or 
fishery and in parallel with handicrafts and artisan industry in order to gradually 
form types of districts with structures of production and consumption which are 
appropriate to the local soil, professional traditions and local mores. 


Although it is a national duty to build the economy in districts, we still have to 
rely mainly on the strengths of districts, especially on the local source of man- 
power or the work force to be additionally assigned to districts according to the 
saying that the state and the people work together on both production and welfare 
projects. 


fue provincial and central governments will provide mainly technical assistance to 
districts for building major projects. 


Redivision of Secial Labor in Districts 


The redivision of labor in districts specifically manifests the collective mastery 
over the economy. In combination with collective mastery over the other sectors 
in districts, it will ensure the building of the economic structures of districts. 


fhe redivision of labor in districts tirst of all serves to develop the production 
‘rain and other foodstuffs, consumer and export goods, and raw materials for 
‘dustry in each cooperative and state-owned enterprise. It ensures the distri- 
t »9f work and cooperation, combines specialization with cooperation among 
mrimary units, and leads to relations of increasingly developed cooperation. 














Based on programs and plans, crop cultivation patterns and animals raised in 
districts which have been developed rationally with due consideration for the 
characteristics of land and labor and the production experiences of each coopera- 
tive and each district, we should organize the division and specialization of labor 
in combination with cooperation among the primary units in districts and we should 
guide the organization of labor in each unit and among various units. 


At a time when we are implementing product contracts for rice, industrial crops, 
livestock raising and other jobs of various sectors, the organization and division 
of labor in districts is all the more important. Apart from the work force assigned 
to the general development of agriculture, districts are dutybound to divide labor 
to meet the requirement of expanding jobs and professions, considering it a very 
important guideline of labor division for districts. 


The characteristic of agriculture is its seasons. In those areas where there are 
many crop seasons, this factor is especially more rigid. There have been cases 
in which we are short handed during busy crop seasons whereas in other months our 
work force stays idle and unemployed. 


By implementing product contracts with individual workers, many cooperatives have 
utilized their work force better than before. As a result, they have some excess 
work force. Districts should rearrange their crop cultivation patterns to grow 
companion and cash crops or select different types of crops for planting. Although 
this will require more manpower, it gives higher economic results and more job 
opportunities to absorb more workers. 





Along with accelerating the tasks of selecting seeds, producing fertilizer and 
caring for crops, we should guid: peasant families in developing school and family- 
based economies by growing fruit trees, vegetables, medicinal plants and mulberry 
for silkworm raising, and so on. 


Moreover, we can develop other jobs of various sectors such as agricultural product 
processing, knitting, embroidery, engineering, blacksmithing, carpentry and 
producing construction materials. 


In the present conditions of our country, these are very important orientations 
for the division of local labor to simultaneously meet the requirements of inten- 
sive cultivation and increase agricultural labor productivity while we can expand 
job opportunities to absorb all sources of social labor--especially women, old 
people and intellectuals--to develop the production of consumer goods for domestic 
use and export and to increase workers’ income. 


At present, districts are encountering difficulties with raw materials and cannot 
develop handicrafts and artisan industry. Experience has shown that this problem 
can and must be resolved by the districts themselves through self reliance. We 
must therefore establish good relations between the work force which processes 

raw materials and the work force which exploits and procures raw materials to avoid 
the situation in which the processing force outnumbers the exploiting force, 
causing shortages of raw materials. 
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We might have to capitalize on the strengths of districts in terms of agriculture 
as well as handicrafts and artisan industry to develop the production of export 
goods and, on this basis, to balance trade with the provincial and central govern- 
ments and to request imports of necessary raw materials for districts. 


We should reorganize those jobs and sectors with inconsistent source of raw 
materials by shifting young and healthy workers to the main production sectors and 
jobs such as building ricefields, improving irrigation canals and capital construc- 
tion. 


With respect co the small but densely populated districts, the relocation of people 
to new economic zones constitutes not only a general requirement of the country 

to develop the economy uniformly in all localities throughout the country, but also 
an urgent requirement of the redistribution of labor in order to organize and use 
the work force effectively in districts. 


With regard to districts in the Red River Delta and the densely populated midlands, 
the requirement of redistributing labor and relocating people from the districts 
to other localities is all the more urgent. If these labor forces cannot be 
relocated from the small but densely populated districts, they will become a 
factor restraining the scientific and technical revolution in agriculture. As 

a result, the implementation of the three revolutions in rural areas will be 
adversely affected, delaying economic development and the improvement of the 
district people's livelihood. 





Apart from the above orientations, we should also balance and settle well the 
division of labor in the sectors of circulation and distribution, in the schools 
of technical workers, scientific and technical cadres and economic management 
cadres, and in the educational, cultural and social domains while ensuring the 
fulfillment of labor requirement for national defense. 


To sum up, in the initial stage of the socialist industrialization process in our 
country, districts are the areas in which to redistribute social labor. This is 
the mission of prime importance to advance agriculture to large-scale socialist 
production, overcome difficulties and implement the great tasks of the third 
5-year (1981-85) plan and especially the 1982 state plan and the resolution of 
the coming Fifth VCP Congress.
